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HIGHER FREIGHT RATES EFFECTIVE JANUARY (ATH 


The Interstate Commerce Commission on December 24 ap- 
proved the application of the railroads of the country, as repre- 
sented by their tariff publishing agents, to file a “master tariff” 
containing the increased freight rates authorized by the Com- 
mission, effective on five days’ notice. On December 29 these 
agents filed the “master tariff,” thus making the new rates ef- 
fective on January 4. 


MINNESOTA PROHIBITS ARTIFICIALLY COLORED 
TOMATO PRODUCTS 
On September 18, 1931, the Minnesota Department of Agri- 
culture, Dairy & Food, adopted a regulation forbidding the sale 
of artificially colored tomato products. It is evident that this 
ruling classes such products as illegal, even though the presence 
of added coloring matter be declared on the label. 


ASKS INVESTIGATION ON CRAB MEAT 
A resolution (S. Res. 122) has been introduced by Senator 
Goldsborough of Maryland directing the United States Tariff 
Commission to investigate the cost of production of crab meat, 
whether fresh, frozen or prepared or preserved, including crab 
paste and crab sauce. 


BILL INTRODUCED TO REGULATE LOBSTER TRADE 


A bill (8. 2370) for the conservation of lobsters and to 
regulate interstate transportation of lobsters has been introduced 
by Senator White of Maine. Section 3 of the bill provides: 


The importation into the United States, or any Territory, or District 
thereof, of any lobster less than three and one-half inches in length, 
measured from the rear of the eye socket along a line parallel to the 
center line of the body shell to the rear end of the body shell, or any lob- 
ster meat frozen, chilled, cooked, or in the raw state, unless hermetically 
sealed in tin cans by soldering or rolling the edges with machines made for 
that purpose and bathed in a retort and subjected to not less than two 
hundred and thirty-five degrees of heat for not less than thirty-five 
minutes, is hereby prohibited. It shall be unlawful for any person to 
deliver or knowingly receive for transportation, or transport by any means 
whatsoever, from any State, Territory, or District of the United States to 
any other State, Territory, or District thereof, any lobster the importation 
of which is hereby prohibited. 
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UNSOLD STOCKS OF CANNED SALMON ON NOVEMBER 30TH 


The Association of Pacific Fisheries reports that unsold 
stocks of canned salmon on November 30, 1981, as based upon 
reports of canners who packed approximately 85 per cent of the 
1931 pack, amounted to 3,073,296 cases. These stocks consisted 
of the following items: Pinks, 60 per cent; Alaska reds, 19 per 
cent; cohoes, silvers, or medium reds, 7 per cent; chinooks or 
kings, 6 per cent; chums, 6 per cent; and Puget Sound sockeyes, 
bluebacks, and steelheads, the remaining 2 per cent. 


CANNED MILK PRODUCTION AND STOCKS 


Production of condensed milk for the eleven months ending 
with November is estimated by the U. S. Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics at 260,058,000 pounds, as compared with 320,790,000 
pounds in the corresponding period of 1930, a reduction of 18.9 
per cent. Evaporated milk production was 1,608,403,000 
pounds, as compared with 1,652,745,000 pounds, a decrease of 2.7 
per cent. 

Apparent trade output of condensed milk (including pro- 
duction, changes in stocks, and net imports and exports) showed 
a decline of 15.2 per cent in the 1931 period and apparent trade 
output of evaporated milk an increase of 1.4 per cent. 

Stocks of condensed milk in manufacturers’ hands on 
December 1 amounted to 23,708,000 pounds, against 41,542,000 
pounds on the corresponding date last year, while stocks of evap- 
orated milk were 139,844,000 pounds against 211,828,000 pounds 
on December 1, 1930. 


ELIMINATION OF THERMOPHILIC BACTERIA FROM SUGAR 


The article on “Elimination of Thermophilic Bacteria from 
Sugar,” by E. J. Cameron and W. D. Bigelow of the research 
laboratories of the National Canners Association, presented be- 
fore the Division of Sugar Chemistry at the last annual meeting 
of the American Chemical Society and published in the “Indus- 
trial and Engineering Chemistry,” has been reprinted in pam- 
phiet form.

TRUCK CROP SHIPMENTS 
Combined movement of 27 fruits and vegetables decreased 
sharply to about 8,220 cars for the week ended December 26. 
During the same period last winter 9,915 were shipped. 
Green peas were arriving more freely from the West Coast 
of Mexico. Nearly 100 cars came during Christmas week. 
Florida bean shipments decreased to about 255 cars, but were six 
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times greater than a year ago. Light shipments were coming 
from Cuba and Mexico. 


Shipments of cauliflower from California doubled to a total 
of 320 cars, compared with 100 for the same period last season. 
Texas spinach movement increased to about 240 carloads; Vir- 
ginia decreased to 25, and Maryland shipped only 7 cars. Only 
5 cars of tomatoes left Texas shipping points, but Florida in- 
= to 85, and about 115 carloads arrived from Mexico and
